Isolated wetlands 1, 4, 5 (riparian to pond O-1), 7 (detention/retention pond is not surface connected and flows 
to Spring Creek through a 100 ft. under ground pipe), 8, 10, 17, 18 and 19 are not tributary or adjacent to a U.S. 
waters.  Pond O-1 is not a surface connected and flows toward Spring Creek through a 75 ft. underground pipe 
that ends in a ditch to Spring Creek.  Irrigation laterals O-4 and O-5 are isolated irrigation ditches that do not 
convey flows intercepted from a natural tributary to an interstate waters. 
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
